They relate to conditions ot 
peace, not to a by-gone state of 
war. They are current, not an- 
tecedent in thew nature and applica. 
tion, and they ought to be decided fairly 
by all the people of all the States accord- 
ing to the common interest rationally 
considered. and not subjected to passions . 
and prejudices which are obsolete in 
everything except their power to stir up 
our worse and to confuse our better sensi- 
bilities. : 

The policy of the Republicans is based

There are several other important rail 
road enterprises in Western Texas desigued 
to tap the mining regions of Northern 
Texas and Mexico and to connect with the 
Southern Pacific. Jefferson has several 
lines of road projected—a branch road of 
the Trans-Continental and a branch con- 
nection with the Intemational, which 
latter will be indispensable as a base of 
supphes. As the intelligent reader is

‘The church had previous deen or- 
pamented in a most tasty and appropriate 
manner by the ladies of Crab Orchard and vi- 
cially, wind evergreens and fowers. 

Above the pulpit were hung portraits of Gens. 
Lee, Stonewall Jackson. and Jno. H. Morgan, 
dreped m mourning. Over each was suspended 
a miniature Confederate flag. and the whote was

To the left were a mumber of litile guts, each 
represening one Of the States Of the Union, To 
the right were seated the ex-Conafederate sol. 
diers. The ceremonies were commenced by a 
preyer fiom Rey. Dr. Spears, after which were 
orations by Maj. W. G. Weich, Col. R. J. Breck- 
injidge, Col. C. H. Rochester, and Hon. M. C. 
Saufiey. The remains were then carried in pro- 
cession to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Cemetery 
on Christian Hill, east of Crab Orenard, and re- 
interred.

The mounteip scenery is magnificent beyond 
description, and the last festing-place of the 
deceased Confederates is desiined to be one 
ofthe wost beautiful burial grounds in Kea- 
racky.

The followirg is a list and description of the 
mrmains which the committee wish published, 
that the friends of the deceased may be able to 
identify them and kaow where they are buried. 
The names of numbers 1,2,4,5and6ere un- 
known ; they all fell at Wildcat m October, 1862. 
No. 8 is supposed to be the remains of Adjutant 
John Newman. of the Seven eenth Tennessee 
infantry. No, 7, unknown; was wounded ia the 
head at Wildcat, fell into the hands of the Fed- 
als and died at Traugh Spring Hospital, near the 
baltle- ground. This soldier needs a more ex- 
tended motice. After having fallen mo the 
hands of the Federal troops be positively and 
tersistently refused to recelve any food or med- 
ical attention from them, and in all probability 
died of starvation. No 8 was wounded at Wiid- 
eat acd died ma Federal hospital—an old church 
nt ar the batile-ground. His grave was the only 
one marked. At bis head was a stone with the 
Jetters C B. A. engraved upon it. Hig name is 
also unknown. 

No. 9—Is John Horton, of Lauderdale county, 
Tenn., a soldier of the 10th Tennessee cavalry. 
He was wounded and left at Hackney’s, in Lau- 
rel county, and was bhuag while m a helpless 
condition by Bill King and his band of cut- 
thioats in October. 1862, 

Nos. 10 and 11—Died at Nelson’s (Mershon’s 
crores roads, in Laurel counts), of sicxbess in 
tbe fall of 1862, They belonged to Bragg’s army, 
and were left bebind upon his retreat from 
Keutuchy. No. 10 was buried 10 the edge of the 
woods, snd No. li in an old field back of Nei- 
son’s house. Names unknown. 

No. 12—Died of sickness at McNeti’s Mul, m 
Laurel county, in the fall of 1862. He was len 
upon Bragg’s retreat. from Kentucky. He was 
buried under a sawdust and chip pile near the 
mill. Name unkoown. 

No. 18—Was George Gray, of Georgia, He was 
left at John Pittmun’s, in Laurel county, to wait 
‘on Jas. or Thos. Wood, a wounded comrede,and 
was hung and shot while hanging by Bill King 
and party tm October, 1982. 

Ne. 14—Jos. or Thos. Wood; supposed to have 
been a Geergia soldier; was wounded and left at 
Jobn Pittman’s, in Laurel county, upon Bragg’s 
retreat, aud was hung by Bil! King and party in

No. 16—4. Uhiman; was killed near Lyna’s, m 
Laurel county, Teon., during Zeiticoff r’s cam- 
paign, in the tall of 1861. His father is said to be 
a resident ot Jonesboso, Tenn. 

No. 16—John Ballard, of Granger county, Ten - 
ressee; was killed near Jos. Suuffer’s, tn Laurel 
county, upon Brage’s retreat. 

No. N- W. A. Allen, of Scott's cavalry: was 
killed near Mt. Vernon; date of death not known. 

No. 18—Capt. Sandridge, of Scott's cavalry; was 
wounded and died at Holdam’s mill, in Lincoln 
county: date of death not known. 

Nos. 19 and 20—James M. Reid and Dr. J. C. 
Bell, of Tennessee—Were mardered by Jiw 
Bridgewater and party, near Harvey Pieasant's, 
in Lincoln county, Oct. 14, 1868. 

Nos. 21 and 22—Unknown—Were soldiers of 
Scott's or Pegram’s cavatry., No. 21 was killed 
near Lancaster, Ky., on the road to Stanford, and 
No. Weir White Oak school-hous e, on Stanford 
road. Date of death not gives. 

No. 23—-Unoknown—Was a soldier of Scott's 
cavalfy. Killed near Paint Lick, tn Garrard 
county, K., iu 1863. 

No.24—Joseph Miller—Of Scott’s or Pegram’s 
cavalry; supposed to have been & resident of Ten- 
nessee. Was drowned while attempting to swim 
his borse across Dix river, near Duddirar’s mill, 
in Lincoln coanty. .
